American  Women  Not  Yet 
Doing  Part  By  GI  Husband 

There  is  a story  behind  the  talk  that  Major 
E.  R.  Janjigian,  Fort  Benning  neuropsychiatrist, 
delivered  on  mental  attitudes  last  Friday  as  part 
of  the  Orientation  Course  for -Army  wives. 

Figures  disclosed  in  the  current  issue  of  the 
Reader’s  Digest  reveal  the  startling  fact 
‘‘700,000  patients  in  mental  institutions  in  this 
country,  more  than  the  total  number  of  patients 
hospitalized  for  all  other  causes  combined.  Thus 
far  in  our  Wfr  our  armed  forces  have  rejected 
over  l,000,0p0  men  at  the  induction  center  as 
mentally  unfit  for  duty.  In  addition,  they  have 
discharged  300,000  meh  for  the  same  reason. 
Most  of  these  njen  ate  ^unstable,  emotionally.” 

Major  Janjigian  said  that  he  believed  the 
wives  of  ih*  service  men  to  he  responsible  for 
00  per  cent  of  the  man’s  success  or  failure.  “My 
lecture  was  just  a little  heart  to  heart  talk' about 
the  problems  of  the  returning  soldier  and  what 
makes  a happy  home,”  be  said. 

The  lecture  touched  not  only  on  the  part  of 
the  women  hut  that  of  morale  mad  its  effects  on 
Organizations.  “The  best  units  are  those  that 
mix  together,  play  together,  laugh  together— 
when  the  women  have  some  sort  of  work  to  do 
and  are  not  idle  and  mischievous,”  the  psychia- 
trist continued.  ' . - ! 

“A  soldier’s  success;”  he  reiterated,  “is  on  a 
basis  of  60-40  and  the  greater  part  is  due  to  his 
• wife’s  attitude.  And  the  American  woman  is 
npt  yet  doing  her  part.”  , -

Carpus  thought  costs  lives.  And  that  is  not 
a misprint,  Careless  thought' has  cost  the  world 
many  million  more  lives  than  careless  talk. 

Careless  talk  may  lose  a ship  or  a wholp  ex- 
petitionary  force.  But  careless  thought  may  cost 
the  life  of  a whole  nation  and  of  civilization  it- 
self. 

' What  is  careless  thought?  It  is  thinking  in 
which  we  dare  less  for  others  than  we  do  for 
ourselves.  It  is  the  Rightist  philosophy  or  tbp 
.Leftist  philosophy,  the  materialist  philosophy  or 
any  other  thinking  based  upon  the  idea  pf  “me 
first” 

The  Ifazi  “me  first”  or  super-race  philosophy 
was  careless  thinking-  They  didn’t  care  any- 
thing about  the  rest  of  the  world.  The  rest  of  the 
world  rose  up  in  arms  and  will  crush  the  Nazis 
so  that  Germany  may  never  rise  again. 

Divided  thinking  was  , careless  thought  in 
France.  For  years  she  had  smelt  danger  on  the . 
Rhine.  But  Leftists  thought  it  a good  time  to 
gain  their  own  ends.  • .Others  thought  they  could 
hold  their  positions,  their  possessions,  or  their 
privileges.  “Me-Firsters”  of  all  kinds,  quarrell- 
ing among  themselves,  split  and  weakened  the 
country  so  she  fell  an  easy  prey. 

There  is  a good  deal  of  pa^pless  “me  first” 
thinking  going  on  here  in  our  own  country  right 
now.  Certain  manufacturers  are  thinking  of 
putting  labor  in  its  place  after  the  war.  Certain 
labor  leaders  are  thinking  of  knocking  indus- 
trialists out  of  place.  Certain  politicians  are 


Kitchen  Pests  Are 
Source  of  Disease 

It  is  of  primary  importance  that  pests  be 
eliminated  from  our  kitchens.  This  can  only,  be 
done  by  the  removal  of  all  materials  favorable 
to  their  breeding  and  continued  existence. 

One  of  the  most  common  pest  is  the  fly. 
These  insects  feed  upon  filth  and  waste  materials, 
and. breed  in  warm,  moist  places,  polluted  by  an-  • 
imal  manure,  human  excreta,  and  fermenting 
vegetable  wasted  This  can  contaminate  foog  and 
can  cause  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever,  dysen- 
tery, epidemic  diarrhea  and  many  other  diseases. 
By  careful  removal  of  possible  breeding  places, 
careful  construction  of  latrines,  garbage  and 
soakage  pits,'  manure,  etc.,  and  by  the  treatment 
of  soiled  areas  with  laryirides,  crude  oil,  of  soap 
'suds,  the  multiplication  of  flies  can  be  largely 
’■  prevented.  Measures  to  destroy  adult  flies'  by 
means  of  traps,  fly  paper,  fly  sprays  and  fly 
swatters,  and  to  keep  them  from  the  food  and 
food  utensils  by  proper  screening  will  reduce  the 
fly  as  a menace  to  health.  It  is  imperative  also 
to  keep  all  kitchen  doors  closed,  keep  window 
screens  tightly -fastened,  keep  fly  traps  baited 
and  cleaned,  use  fly  paper,  use  sprays,  keep 
swatting,  keep  garbage  cans  covered  tightly,  re- 
pair all  screens  promptly. 

- Roaches'  and  ants  are  a serious  nuisance  and 
may  transmit  intestinal  diseases  by  contaminat- 
ing foods.  Cleanliness  in  the  mess  and  protec- 
tion of  foods  in  proper  containers  will  reduce  or 
eradicate  these  pests.  Spraying  cracks  and  cor- 
ners of  cabinets  and  walls  with  liquid  insecticide 
will  destroy  roaches  and  ants.  Its  b^st  to  6pray 
at  night.  Ants  can  be  eradicated  by  locating  and 
destroying  their  nests,  and  by  pouring  kerosene 
or  boiling  water  into  them.  Rats  and  mice  are 
eliminated  by  traps  or  poisira.  Poison  is  an  eft 
fective  measure,  but  extreme  care  must  be  taken 
in  kitchens.  The  most  effective  measure  is  to 
store' food  stuffs  in  rodentproo?  containers  or 
rooms.  ‘ 

All  kitchens,  mess  hells  and  mess  equipment 
must  be  kept  thoroughly  dean  at  all  tunes.  By 
following ' the  simple  rules  .of  cleanliness,  PSfts 
► will  ' and1  must  be  eliminated  . It  is  opr  duty  to 
protect  our  soldiers’ ' from',  preveufobfo  dfofgfoS 
and  all  necessary  precautions’  jnugt  be  taken  ut 
all  times.  A sanitary  mess-  means  healthy  sol- 
diers and  a good  fighting  Axmy.  ”

“There’s  a difference  for  every 
mite  on  mess  facilities  between 
here  and  in  the  Pacific  jungle 
islands,  but  there’s  no  difference 
at  all  in  the  average  GFs  food  ca- 
pacity,” so  says  S-Sgt.  Carl 
Sparks  of  Findlay,  Ohio,  veteran 
of  the  Solomon  Islands  Cam- 
paign and  now  mess  sergeant  of 
Headquarters  Company,  5th  Bat- 
talion. Second  Parachute  Train- 
ing Regiment.  ■ 

Sgt.  Sparks  found  among  his 
shining  pots  and  pans,  steam 
tables  and  all  the  gustatorial  im- 
plements of  an  Army  mess  hall 
in.  the  Alabama  area,  .is  only  a 
few  months  back  from  the  jungles 
where  he  was  mess  sergeant  of  an 
infantry  line  company.  He  admits 
that  in  his  mind  he’s  always 
drawing  comparisons  between 
what  is  available  to  him  now,  and 
what  he  had  to  work  with  in  the 
jungles. 

“There’s  the  normal  differences, 
of  course,  between;  feeding  in  the 
field  and  in  garrisons  and  train- 
ing camps,”  the  sergeant  • says. 
“But  beyond  these  there  are  al- 
ways new  problems  in  the  jungles 
to  overcome.  ‘Improvise*  became'’ 
a standard  word  for  mess  ser- 
geants out  there.” 

“From  necessity,  because  of  thp 
demand  upon  shipping,  and.  the 
long  distances  required  to  trans- 
port rations  under  hazardous 
conditions,  the  kitchen  crews  con- 
stantly had  to  fight  “foo^  monot- 
ony”— meaning  ‘spam’,  or  canned 
meats  and  canned  vegetables.  . For 
many  weeks  at  a time  we  had  to 
rely  upon  canned  goods,  and ! 
fresh  meats  and  vegetables,  when 
we  got  them,  were  like  holiday 

feasts.”  ■ 

SOME  INITIATIVE 

Despite  this,  cooks  and  mess 
sergeants  endeavored  to  make 
these  meals  as  attractive  as  pos- 
sible. and  the  initiative  of  some 
of  them ‘reached  new  heights  as 
they  tried  to  ‘conjure’  up  new 
dishes  and  new  ways  ‘to  serve 
standard  foods,”  tee  sergeant 
said.  ■ i.  - 

He  believes  our  troops  in  the 
jungles  are  well-fed,  insofar  ■ as 
common,  body-building  foods  are 
concerned,  that  they  get  plenty  of 
it.  There  have  been  rare  excep- 
tions, imposed  by  battle  condi- 
tions. which  no  one  could  control, 

“Our  supply  system  probably 
is  the  most  efficient  in  the  world,’-’ 
he  said,  “and  while  we  may  hot 
have  appreciated  it  at  the  time, 
there  were  some  real  miracles  of 
supply  performed  in  the  islands 
against  great  odds.  We.  always 
had  enough  to  eat,  the  best  the 
Army  could  provide  under  t the 
circumstances — more  than  we  had 
a right  to  expect  at  times,  as  a 
matter  of  fact.  Sure,  there  were 
complaints— the  same  kind  you’re 
likely  to  find  in  any  mess  hall 
once  in  a while — but  on  the  whole 
the  boys  were  well  fed,  despite 
the  absence  of  ‘fancy  foods.’” 

Kitchens,  he  said,  were  often  set 
up  no  more  than  a few  hundred 
yards  behind  the  front  lines,  and 
if  the  situation  was  static,  the  old 
routine  of  “making  camp”  and  pro- 
viding reasonable  comforts  was 
initiated.  This  involved  building 
mess-hall  frames  to  . be  , covered 
with  tenting,  screened  in  kitchens, 
and  mess  tables  and  seats.  The 
sergeant  told  how  the  GIs  often 
built  not  only  mess  tabldfe  and  seats 
from  -solid  mahogany,  but  tent 
frames  and  writing  desks- and  ta- 
bles as  well. 

..Flies  — the  old  problem  of  feed-

It  £ 
helped  the  mess  sergeants  ’ and  { 
cooks  immensely.” 

“Still  and  all,”  tee  sergeant  con-  j 
eluded,  looking  about  . his  great  j 
kitchen,  “we  have  our  daily  prob-  l 
lems  here,  too  — but  I’ll  take  them,  £ 
and  more,,  to  the  ones  we  had  in  ‘ 
tee  Solomons.”

The  orientation  displays  of  the 
4th  Infantry  at  present  reflects 
a great  deal  of  effort,'  enthusiasm, 
and  ingenuity  on  the  part. of  tee 
nien'  whose  duty  is  to  carry  out 
the  mission  of  the  orientation  pro- 
gram-keeping the  individual  sol- 
dier informed  pn  the  progress  of 
the  war,  Lieutenant  Evans  said.

PROFS  HEAR  ABOUT  . 
ANTI-TYPHUS  PREVENTIVE 

How ^soldiers  can  help  .protect 
themselves  against  scrub  typhus 
fever,  a serious  disease  prevalent 
in  the  Asiatic-Pacific  theater,  \5as 
described  to  all  men  of  the  Aca- 
demic Regiment,  The  Infantry 
School,  in  company  lectures  de- 
livered this  week  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  Lt.  Frank  J.  O’Bryan, 
of  headquarters. 


The  drama  of  being  aboard  a 
sinking  troopship  is  vividly  des- 
cribed by  T-Sgt.  Leo  Fabrycki,  a 
survivor  of  the  SS  President  Cool- 
idge, who.  is  now  .assigned  to  the 
Personnel  Section,  2d  Parachute 
Regiment,  The  Parachute  School. 

In  October,  1942,  Sergeant  Bab- 
rycki  was  bound  ^Jor  the  South 
Pacific  oh  the  former  luxury  liner, 
President  Coolidge,  which,  was  be- 
ing used  as  a troopship,  when  it 
struck  a mine.  * 

“I  was  eating  breakfast  at  the 
time,  when  suddenly  I felt  myself 
being,  lifted  off  toy  feet.  It  was  a 
peculiar  sensation;  my  legs  became 
numb  and  I felt  as  though  I was 
lifeless  below  tee  knees.  We  did 
not  know  what  had  happened,  and 
were  afraid  to  guq|s.  Needless  to 
say,  tee  mess  hall  suddenly  be- 
came charged  with  excitement. 
The  mein  started  talking  at  the  top 
of  their  voices,  some  offering  ad- 
vice, others  giving  encouragement, 
and  still  others  sounding  a somber, 
pessimistic  note.  A second'  explo- 
sion heightened  the  pandemonium.- 
We  were  then  told  that  we  had 
struck  a mine,  and  were  to  go  to 
our  statesrooms  and  await  further 
orders,  . ’■’ 

SHIP  ON  ROCKS 

“In  my  stateroom,  one  of  my 
buddies  was  so  dazed  by  fear  that 
he  was  literally  paralyzed.  It' was 
necessary  to  slap  him  sharply  sev- 
eral times  to  bring  him  back  to  his 
senses.  We  waited  a while,  as  pa- 
tiently as  our  nerves  would  permit  ' 
us  to.  Then  a few  Of  us  decided 
to  go  on  deck  and  see  what  had 
■happened.  ‘We  went  on  deck  and 
learned  that  our  .boat  was  lying 
on  a coral  reef,  and  listing  badly. 
A . great  many  men  were- already 
scrambling  overboard,  climbing 
■down  nets  into  the  Higgins  boats 
that  had  been  dispatched  to  us 
from  a nearby  base.! The  shoreline 
was  only  a few  hundred  yards 
away,  .and  being  a swimmer,.!

Most  of  those  troops  arrived  at 
Skirt  Benning  a few  months  be- 
fore recruits  arrived  to  fill  up 
the  division.  They  spent  the  time 
in  getting  acquainted  with  tanks 
and  by  the  end  of  1942,  several; 
thousand  recruits  had  poured  into; 
the  new  division  to  complement1 
the  rank  of  the  former  cavalry 
regiments.  They  came  mostly 
from  the  North  and  East,  but  some 
of  them  were  Mexicans  from'  Tex- 
as who  had  to  be  taught  to  speak 
English.  Others  came  from  all  over 
the  country. 

GENERAL’S  DREAM 

General  Newgarden’s  great  am- 
bition, it  is  remembered  by  those 
who  knew  him  at  Fort  Benning, 
was  to  take  his  division  overseas. 
He  continued  as  commanding  gen- 
eral when  it  was  ordered  to  an- 
other camp  for  further  training 
early  in  1943,  hut  was  killed  last 
summer  in  a plane  crash  in  Ten- 
nessee. He  was  buried  in  Arling- 
ton National  Cemetery,  but  the  di- 
vision he  organized  and  whose 
training  he  began,  is  now  fulfilling 
his  prophecy  for  it.

Col.  Ashworth 
Talks  to  Patients  on 
War  Journalism 


-Over  400  patient*  of  ASF  Re- 
conditioning Hospital  attended 
the  daily  lecture  at  the  Red  Cross 
Hall  last  week  to  hear  Col. 
M.  C.  Ashworth  speak  on  the 
subject  of  “War  and  Journalism.” 

The  retired  colonel  told  his  au- 
dience of  the  many  contributions 
of  the  “dailies”  to  the  war  ef- 
fort, and  how  the  American  press, 
which  is  still  the  only  free  press 
in  the  world,  came  to  a voluntary 
agreement  to '“censor  the  news,” 
and  to  give  away  absolutely  no 
important  military  and  political 
information.  The  American  news- 
paper, the  colonel  said,  is  a very 
ethical  institution.  Habdly  any 
newspaper  published  in  this  coun- 
try has  profit  as  its  motive. 

The  shortage  and  allocation  of 
newsprint  was  explained  to  the 
men,  and  the  talk  came  to 
climax  with  the  answering 
several  very  pointed  questions, 
one  of  which  was  the  “power  be- 
hind the  throne”  question;  wheth- 
er or  not.  the  advertiser  and  the 
“big  business  clique”  dictate  the 
editorial  policy  of  the  newspa- 
pers. 

To  that  question.  Col.  Ashworth 
emphatically  answered,  “No”;  • he 
explained  his  answer  by  stating 
that  newspaper  owners  are  “rug- 
ged individualists”  who  do  not 
take  orders  from  anybody  except 
from  their  own  conscience,  and 
that  they  are  always  guided  by 
their  own  ethical  standards.  It 
was  an  excellent  and  informative 
talk,  for  which  the  men  of  the 
hospital  acknowledged  their  ap- 
preciation with  loud  and  lengthy 
applause.
